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KRK

This island whose name is made up of just three conson¬ 
ants which seem to come from the back of one’s throat 
is interesting. At least my niece kept saying “Krk, 
Krk. Why don’t you find something to say about it?” 

When Slavs reached the Balkans they pushed on to the 
islands of the Adriatic. They settled areas which the 
Illyrians had not settled. This coast land was fought 
over by Avars, Greeks, Romans, Cells, Goths, Byzan¬ 
tines, Saracens, Turks, Venetians, Genoans, Austrians, 
French, Germans, and Italians, the latter two in our 
times. 

Each came and destroyed everything then rebuilt to 
make sure that they would dominate. Again and again 
the region changed hands as battles were fought at sea 
and on land. These sunny shores have known war, epi¬ 
demics, earthquakes, and death on a grand scale. 

The Frankopans who were a powerful Croatian feudal 
family owned great estates on Krk. The last of the 
Frankopans died in 1671. Their castle can still be seen 
surrounded by walls. Nearby is a cathedral built on the 
foundations of a Christian basilica, and going deeper the 
ruins of a Roman bath. This family ruled the island 
until the 15th century. There is evidence of their power 
in the churches, chapels, and tombstones. The Krk Frank¬ 
opans placed their island under the protection of Venice 
where it remained until 1797. 

From early times Krk was the center of Glagolitic writ¬ 
ing. The oldest inscription is fron the Benedictine abbey 
of St. Lawrence (11th century). Other important writ¬ 
ings originating on Krk were Vrbnik Statute (1388) 
and Vrbnik Missal (1642). Glagolitic was used on Krk 
until the first part of the 19th century. 

Krk has the barren rocky wastes so common on Adriatic 
islands which are the result of erosion caused by the 
cutting down of forests over the centuries. As in many 
areas of Yugoslavia the people have piled stones to 
make walls to protect their precious land. 

The chief occupation of the people is fishing....fishing 
by lamp light. At first they used torches to lure the fish 
to the surface where they could be netted. Later they 
used acetylene lamps. The women stand for hours on 
the dock looking toward the sea hoping and praying 
that the ships and their men will return safely. When 
the boats come in, the women carry the crates of 
fish on their heads to market.

Decorating eggs is an important Easter ritual in Yugo¬ 
slavia. In the Middle Ages, the egg was a symbol of life, 
and played a significant role among our Yugoslav people. 
As time went by, people started to dye and also paint 
their eggs. Some of the techniques employed were 
painting combined with paper application, wrapping 
with wool, and decorating with silver wire. 

In the past, dyes were made from the bark of the alder 
tree or from cooked red onion peels. Designs were execut¬ 
ed by drawing on the egg with a needle-like instrument, 
a stylus, that had been tupped into melted wax. The egg 
was then lowered into a warm dye solution and the wax 
was removed. On the areas where the designs or writings 
had been applied with wax, the egg remained white. Eggs 
made in this fashion are called “designed eggs” or pisanice. 


Different styles of egg decorating can be found in the 
various regions of Yugoslavia. In Bosnia, eggs are wrapped 
with colored cotton threads that are made to resemble 
various geometric designs. The dyeing of eggs red has 
preserved many ancient decorative motifs. An example 

of a primitive motif is the 
egg adorned with a cross, 
and decorated at the ends 
with a series of firneedles. 
In some parts of Herce¬ 
govina and Dalmatia, the 
wedge design, applied to 
the egg in various geo¬ 
metric combinations, was 
widely used. The north¬ 
ern part of Yugoslavia 
used a more intricate geo¬ 
metric design, incorpora¬ 
ting the plant motif, and 
frequently a floral pattern 
in white, yellow, and 
amber on a brown back¬ 
ground.

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GLAGOLITIO SCRIPT (OLD SLAV)

While reading the history of Yugoslavia, I kept running across the terms “Old Slav writing and glagolitic script.” 
It piqued my interest. However, I was unable to find much about it until I read “The Yugoslav Coast” by Lavett 
Edwards, This is what I found. 

Poljica, which is located in the Mosor Mountains behind Split, dates from the early 11th century and was then a 
part of the Croat kingdom. There are glagolitic inscriptions from that time still preserved in the Split museum. It 
lasted until 1807 when it was destroyed by Napoleon’s men. 

Senj, a town on the Oalmation coast opposite the island of Krk, was first an Illyrian and later a Roman settlement. 
In Croat times it was the seat of a bishop and had certain importance as an active center of glagohtic letters. It 
was the site of a glagolitic printing press between 1493 and 1508. 

For years there had been a bitter struggle between Roman and Croat churches centered on the Slavonic litur^ 
and use of glagolitic script which was considered heretical. This struggle was most intense in Dalmatia where the 
Croat kingdom was centered. The Croat cause had been defended by Bishop Gregory of Nin, in the 10th century 
but the papal clergy won. The Slav liturgy was supressed and the use of the glagolitic alphabet was forbidden. In 
the following centuries there were revolts against papal tyranny. Actually the movement was not destroyed. The 
Slavonic liturgy subsists in many of the islands and m parts or Istria, but Roman condemnation of the glagolitic 
alphabet and Slav liturgy has become a dead letter. There are service books still in use in the islands of Susak, Rab, 
and Lastovo which were printed in Rome. One of the local priests said he could read them with difficulty but no 
matter, he knew them by heart.

The origins of this script is uncertain and scholars have much difficult research to do. Probably it was derived from 
the cursive Greek alphabet in use in Byzantine times with a combination of Greek letters to represent Slavonic 
sounds which do not exist in the Greek language. Probably it was revised and codified by St. Cyril or his two Slavonic 
apostles. It seems to have been earlier than the Cyrillic alphabet which is still in use in Russia, Serbia, Macedonia, 
and Bulgaria. It has been proven that glagolitic was in use in Bohemia, Rumania, and even in Russia where glagolitic 
manuscripts have been found in Kiev and Novgorod. Its use in Orthodox lands ceased entirely about the 12th cen¬ 


tury. 

In early centuries most Croat inscriptions, ecclesiastical and lay, were carved in glagolitic letters. Later insaiptions 
were in Latin leaers and Latin language. By the 19th century the use of glagolitic liturgy was restricted to a few 
churches in Istria and on the coast. Small Croat theological seminaries continued to exist but few priests could read 
their own missals in glagolitic. When the Vatican relented and allowed Slav missals to be printed in Rome, difficulties 
arose because of the shortage of craftsmen who could set the glagolitic letters. 

After the formation of Yugoslavia, many Catholic bishops demanded wider use of glagiolitic and today it is not so 
rare. Croat priests have oercome their prejudice and now read glagolitic. The real credit for the revival of this 
script was due as much to the work of Slav scholars as to Slav bishops. An Englishman, Isaac Taylor, studied the 
origins of glagolitic script as early as 1880. There remains much to be discovered about this script.

RESERVATIONS: Reservations are made upon 
receipt of $100 deposit per person. If 
reservation is made by phone, deposit should 
reach Yugotours within 7 days from the date 
reservation has been confirmed. Full pay¬ 
ment is due no later than 30 days prior to 
departure. Full payment must accompany all 
reservations made less than 30 days prior to 
departure. 

AIR FARES: Air transportation Is based on 
Group Inclusive Tour (GIT) air fares in effect 
at the time of printing. All air fares are 
subject to change and government approval. 
GIT air fares require a minimum of 5 pas¬ 
sengers taking the same flight and itinerary, 
including land arrangements.
